Actual Invasion of Europe 
Likely To Be Planned by 
Roosevelt and Churchill 


The gods of w ar certainly are 
smiling on the great and going 
concern of Roosevelt, Churchill 
and Co., as the senior partners 
prepare to begin what probably 
are their most important conver­ 
sations since the first historic con­ 
ference on the Atlantic in the p er­ 
ilous days of '41, 
That is to say things military 
are going exceedingly well. There 
are g n a t 
international political 
problems to plague the chiefs, but 
the m atter of immediate concern 
presum ably is w here and when 
the Anglo-American 
allies 
can 
best swarm aboard the Europe an 
continent and capitalize the sue- 
cesses of the Red armie s before' 
opportunity takes a nose-dive. 
Things could scarcely be* going 
better on the two land fronts and 
the one air front of the European 
theater. 
That certainly should 
facilitate the difficult decision the 
President 
and 
Britain’s 
prime 
m inister must make. 
On the crucial 
Russian 
front 
there has be*en no slackening in 
the Red offe nsive which threat­ 
ens lo force the Huns to w ithdraw 
their entire thousand-mile battle- 
line. 
With the key positions of 
Orel and B* Igorod already wi ll 
behind the advancing Soviet front, 
the great fortified railway center 
of Kharkov, still farther south, is 
threatened with encirclement, and 
the Muscovites are virtually at 
the gates of the beleaguered city. 
The Nazis are in a precarious 
position. 
Thus far there’s no in­ 
dication that the Re ds are w eak­ 
ening in the striking pow er nec­ 
essary to perm it continuation of 
their drive* to crack the G erm an 
line and precipitate a rout. 
Should the Russian assault lose 
steam the western Allies are able 
to take* m ajor action to divert 
further Nazi .strength from the 
eastern front, then the' opportun­ 
ity fur a quick Allied coup cli 
grace might be swallowed up in 
the* bad w eather of autumn, and 
the w ar would 
be 
protracted. 
That s a contingency the confer­ 
ence between Messrs. Roosevelt 
and -Churchill 
is 
calculated to 
meed. 
— - 
In Sicily the end of Axis resist­ 
ance is very near. 
Already the 
fiercely fighting G ermans are ad­ 
mitting defeat by the w ithdraw al 
of troops across the narrow* strait 
of Messina to the mainland. They 
are pulling out in small craft u n ­ 
der a canopy of antiaircraft fire to 
w ard off the ceaseless attack by 
Allied w ar planes which are tak ­ 
ing a bloody loll. 
Even more encouraging than 
the* Sicilian success is the status 
of 
the 
Anglo-Amei ican 
aerial 
bom bardm ent of western Europe 
and Germany. 
That assault, u n ­ 
precedented in its terrific force, 
has as its purpose the reduction; 
of the* Reich to impotence by de- 1 
struction of its w ar industries, ^ 
supply centers, naval basis and 
land communications of all sorts. I 
So thorough has been the d e v a s-' 
latten among the Nazi w ar indus­ 
tries of western Europe that Lon­ 
don tells us an end has bei n put 
to the steady flow of H itler’s! 
basic materials. The gre at A m er­ 
ican and British bombers there- ; 
fore are able to turn part of their 
attention to centers m anufactur­ 
ing consumer goods, like the fa­ 
mous and ancient city of N urem ­ 
berg. 
The purpose of that, of i 
course, is to hit the* morale of the 
civilian population. 
One of the essentials for In­ 
vasion of weste rn Europe was d e - 1 
struct ion of the main source's of 
H itler’s w ar supplies. 
London’s 
statem ent indicates that the air! 
navies have w rought so well that 
the Fuehrer now m ust be feeding ; 
heavily off his fat, that is, the; 
resources which 
he 
had stored 
aw ay before the round-the-clock 
bombing started. 
So by and large , the 
Allied 
chiefs should be pleased w ith the 
set-up as they sit down at the 
conference table.

side o f the questio n, and if you 
will follow this adv ice abso lutely 
and no t pay attentio n to any o ther 
talk, all yo ur children and depend­ 
ents will be perfectly healthy and 
happy. 
Now it just so happens th at in 
the field of nutritio n there are in­ 
div idual differences between men 
and women, women and women, 
and women and men. This fellow 
may get alo ng ail right on the 
N atio nal N utritio n Council*! daily 
allowance of pro tein, while the 
o ther fellow is m iserable on it. 
And both would be eating perfect­ 
ly healthful diets fo r them if they 
could get w hat they want. 
The rigid demands made fo r the 
daily am o unt of v itam ins to be 
eaten is based on no scientific data 
w hatev er. No scientist on earth 
knows what the minim um daily 
am o u nt of v itamin C to keep you 
healthy is. It was recently po inted 
o ut th a t the sym pto m s of defi­ 
ciency of the v itamin, riboflav in, 
which hav e been discussed at such 
length pro bably do no t exist at all 
or are due to m any causes, no t 
just riboflav in deficiency. So when 
you s ta rt o ut to follow a rigidly 
scientifically calculated diet which 
has worked all right fo r Jo hn Doe 
in the labo rato ry, it m ay no t suit 
you,

Fundam ental E rro rs 


One of the fundam ental erro rs 
of highly scientific bo ards is th a t 
the m em bers are used to applying 


animal 
experim ents 
directly to 
hum an conditions. 
They do no t 
alw ays 
fit. 
The 
experim enters 
might know this because their 
common labo rato ry anim als can­ 
no t be used fo r the sam e experi­ 
ments at all. The common lab o ra­ 
to ry anim als 
are the 
rat, the 
guinea pig and the rabbit. 
The rat has alw ays been a scav ­ 
enger, eats ev erything, liv es in 
filth and w ith disease, and you can 
hardly infect him with anything 
in the way of a germ, but he melts 
and mo ults and w ithers and gets 
scabby at any remo v al of v itam ins 
fro m his diet. 
The guinea pig, on the co ntrary, 
being fo r ages used to ge tting all 
its v itam ins fro m a mo no to no us 
diet, is pre tty resistant to v itamin 
deficiency experim ents, but curl' 
up when any infection hits him 
so he is a good bacteriological e x­ 
perim ental animal. The rabbit is 
so rt of betw ixt and between on 
bo th of these, but you can knock 
■ him for a loop on repro ductiv e e x­ 
perim ents. 


Results o f Labo rato ry W o rk 
The results of all the labo rato ry 
* work on these div erse anim als is 
applied to man a« if there were 
no differences between them.

in size between man and these 
anim als.

Cards showing present stand- 
! mg of their milk are being pre­ 
pared for mailing to 
the 40-odd 
producers whose milk flow into 
I the Washington C. ll. milk shed 
J by Dr Y, VV. Bolton, o f'the Fay- 
Jett* County Health Department. 
The milk shod here is composed 
of the three dairies and one raw 
milk station in the 
Washington 
C. ll. area 
Farmers producing milk here 
are “doing a good job of produc- 
1 mg clean milk." according to Dr. 
J Bolton, who explained that even 
with present labor shortages they 
are producing the same quality 
of 
m ilk—good 
m ilk—that 
the 
consumers 
had 
been 
getting 
when labor was plentiful. 
The cards, which go to milk 
j producers under Grad*- A super- 
! vision, are sent out monthly and 
i show improvement or regression 
; of milk quality. Bacterial counts, 
1 designated on the cards, indicate 
the quality of milk Bacteria con­ 
tained in milk are not necessarily 
harmful, Dr. Bolton pointed out, 
saying that certain bacteria are 
needed to make butter and but­ 
termilk If any harmful bacteria 
are rn the milk. they are destroy­ 
ed by the pasteurization process. 
Each milk producer is able to 
I judge the quality of his milk 
and thus to improve 
his output 
and improvement is constant, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Bolton. In express- 
I mg his opinion 
of the milk de­ 
livered 
to 
consumers 
he said 
■ “you can't make good milk out 
of bad bv pasteurizing it—and 
tile milk here is good.” The high 
quality is indicative of sanitary 
milking conditions and healthy 
Cows he revealed, intimating that 
the source of good market milk 
is in the quality of milk deliver­ 
ed to dairymen.
